On  the  Injunction  to  Wash  Each  Other's 
Feet. 


(A  good  brother  has  asked  me  to  write  on 
this  subject  for  the  Baptist  Record.  1 
know  nothing  better  than  that  which  I re- 
ceived from  Dr.  Broadus  forty  years  ago 
H.  F.  Sprolcs.) 

There  are  some  devout  and  estimable  bre- 
thren who  believe  that  -the  Lord  meant  to 
establish  the  washing  of  feet  as  a church 
ordinance,  or  Ht  any  rate  to  appoint  its  ob- 
servance as  a religious  ceremony.  If  this 
opinion  is  correct,  they  do  right  to  maintain 
the  practice,  however  the  world  may  de- 
ride it;  and  the  fidelity  which  is  some- 
times thus  shown  to  convictions  of  t'liri* 
tian  <luty  commands  our  sincere  ryspeef. 
Those  who  are  satisfied  that  our  Lor  I did 
not  mean  this,  ought  yet  to  inquire  very 
earnestly  what  lie  did  mean  hy  so  remark- 
able an  act  and  the  accompanying  injunc- 
tion. Lot  us  always  bo  careful  lest  in 
our  disputes  over  a passage  we  fail  to  feel 
the  duty  of  practicing  those  things  which 
all  must  agree  that  it  teaches. 

What  was  the  significance  of  the  act  of 
washing  the  disciples’  feet,  as  performed 
hy  our  Lord?  It  is  mentioned  only  in  John 
XIII.  Let  us  endeavor  to  state  the  mean- 
ing of  the  passage.

On  the  night  before  His 
sus  because  He  knew  that  the  hour  had 
come  that  He  should  depart  out  of  this 
world  to  the  Father,  having  loved  his  own 
who  were  now  in  the  world  (and  whom  IL* 
must  now  leave  in  the  world)  loved  them 
to  the  end.  This  love,  cherished  to  tic* 
end  of  Ilia  life,  in  the  flesh.  He  strikinglv 
manifests  by  the  act  which  follows.  And 
supper  being  served  (the  correct  transla- 
tion) notwithstanding  the  devil  had  alrea- 
dy put  it  into  the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot 
to  betray  Him.  and  although  He  knew  that 
the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  His 
hands,  and  that  He  came  forth  from  God 
and  was  going  to  God.  He  rises  from  the 
supper,  deliberately  makes  all  preparations 
as  a servant  would  have  done,  and  began  to 
wash  the  disciples’  feet*  and  carefully  to 
wipe  them.  We  learn  from  Luke  (22:24 
that  “then*  arose  also  a strife  among  them, 
which  of  them  should  he  accounted  great- 
est.’’ It  would  appear  that  this  unwor- 
thy contention  occurred  after  they  reclined 
at  lie  table,  (beginning,  perhaps,  with  a 
•lisjjuite  about  the  place  of  honor  or  possi- 
bly shout  the  question  whether  sun  * ore  of 
them  should  not  perform  that  washing  of 
feet  for  which  they  had  no  servan*.  but 
which  was  desirable  as  they  had  just  come 
from  Bethany!  and  hence  the  fact  mention- 
ed by  John  that  Jesus  “rose  from  tin*  sup-

suppose  He  would  otherwise  have  done  lie- 
fore  reclining.  This  allusion  in  John  f irms 
a point  of  eonneetion  with  Luke,  and  other 
such  points  occur  afterwards. 

Combining  the  narrative,  we  find  a two 
fold  signifiealion  of  this  impressive  .af-t. 

1.  It  was  a striking  expression.  givHi  at 
the  close  of  their  long  and  intimate  personal 
intercourse,  of  Jesus'  tender  yearning,  unut- 
terable affection  for  these  men — thouglj  they 
in  lulged  such  unworthy  feelings  and  Judas 
had  already  determined  to  betray  Him.  and 
though.  He  himself  was  so  exalted  in  being, 
and  now  about  to  return  to  the  Father. 
The  penitent  love  of  that  sinful  woman  who 
made  His  feet  wet  with  her  tears;  the  fond, 
yet  reverential  friendship  with  which  Mary 
of  Bethany  annointed  His  feet  and  wiped 
them  with  her  hair;  the  gentle  ear*-  with 
which  grave  men  and  refined  women  have 
been  seen  to  bathe  poor  soldiers'  wounds- 
these  may  give  us  some  i lea  of  the  love 
with  which  their  Teacher  and  laird  perform- 
ed for  Peter  and  John  and  the  rest  this  ser 
vice  for  which  they  had  been  too  poor  to 
have  an  attendant. 

2 It  was  s lesson  in  humility.  0,  their 
miserable  jealousy,  their  selfish  ambition'! 
"Which  of  them  shotdd  he  accounted  tin- 
greatest”  in  that  worldly  kingdom  for  whjeh 
they  were  looking — it  wax  the  old  dispute. 
Should  it  be  those  who  had  first  entered 
His  service,  and  who  might  think  it  their 
obvious  right  to  take  precedence;  (Mt.  18.-- 
30) ; or  the  three  whose  names  always  aland 
at  the  head  of  those  companies  of  four  uit<> 
whieh  the  twelve  appear  to  have  bi*el|  di- 
vided; or  the  three  who  hail  been  on  tin* 
Mount  of  Transfiguration— should  it  be  Pe- 
ter, to  whom  such  remarkable  things  had 
been  specially  addressed;  or  James  and 
John,  whose  ambitious  mother  was  akin  to 
the  future  sovereign — who  shotdd  lie  the 
greatest?  Wonderful  that  He  bore  with 
them,  and  wonderful,  O.  brethren,  that  He 
hears  with  us  when  we,  too,  give  way  to  tin 
worthy  ambition,  or  despisatile  jealousies. 
How  patiently  he  had  striven  to  cure  tins 
spirit,  and  to  teach  them  humility.  Be- 
sides often  teaching  it  in  words.  He  Ha  1 
once  placed  a little  child  in  the  midst  of 
them  as  a pattern  of  humility,  and  now,  last 
and  most  striking  of  all,  He.  though  pp*- 
sesaing  universal  dominion.  <*ondesceji<led 
Himself  to  set  ss  their  servant,  in  a tm-nial 
office.  What  a lesson  not  only  to  them, 
hut  to  all  men,  through  all  ages. 

3.  There  is  also  a third  way  in  which 
our  liord's  act  was  significant,  though  this 
meaning  appears  not  to  have  lielonge  1 !<• 
the  original  design,  and  to  have  been  rneb 
tinned  only  for  the  use  of  overcoming  IV 
ter’s  reluctance.  Peter,  just  like  Him.  warm- 
ly attached  to  the  Teacher,  hut  thinking  him 
self  the  best  ji^dge  of  what  was  worthy  Of 
him,  declares,  even  when  told  that  the 
meaning  of  the  act  will  he  explained  to  him 
afterward,  that  the  Lord  shall  never  wash 
his  feet — never.  Jesus  answered  him:  “If 

I wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  me.' 
Peter,  just  like  him  again,  going  from  one 
extreme  to  another,  says  to  Him:  “I^»rd. 
not  my  feet  only  but  also  my  hands  and 
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'my  head,”  that  is,  his  whole  |>cr*on.  so  far 
as  uncovered  Jesus  said  to  him;  “lie 
that  has  bathed  (the  exart  meaning  has 
no  need  save  to  wash  his  feet,  hut  w who! 
ly  clean,  hut  not  all,”  Judaa  being  the  ex- 
ception. Washing  any  part  of  the  hoJy 
would  caailv  suggest  to  a Jewish  mind  the 

. *.  l 

idea  of  purification  from  sin.  and  our  la>rd 
wishes  Peter  to  understand  this  office  of  af- 
fection and  humility  as  at  the  same  time 
symbolizing  that  purification  from  sin  which 
aa«  obtained  through  Him  If  Peter  had 
not  the  purification  of  soul  which  this 
washing  symlsilized,  he  could  not  share  with 
Jesus  in  the  spiritual  blessings  which  wen* 
for  Him  and  His.  Blit  he  does  not  need 
the  entire  purification  which  would  he  n*p 
resented  hy  washing  the  whole  pere-m.  lie 
is  like  one  who  having  come  up  from  a hath 
has  merely  soiled  his  feet  snd  needs  only 
to  wash  them.  lie  has  had  the  bathing  of 
regeneration  (Titus  3:5),  snd  needs  only 
purification  from  sins  subsequently  com 
mitted,  to  he  wholly  clean. 

Having  completed  the  washing,  our  laird 
reclined  again  in  His  place,  and  solemnly 
calling  their  attention,  declared  that  He 
had  been  giving  then  an  example,  that  they 
ought  also  to  wash  one  another's  feet,  for 
they  certainly  were  not  superior  to  their 
Master,  and  should  not  Hold  themselves 
above  doing  what  He  had  done  Now  did 
He  mean  that  they  should  wash  one  anoth- 
er’s feet  when  there  should  he  occasion  for 
it  as  an  actual  service,  not  shrinking  from 
it  as  degrading,  hut  exalted  hy  love,  ss  II  ■ 
had  been,  above  the  feeling  of  hiimilia’ion 
or  did  He  mean  to  establish  f<*et  washing  a* 
an  ordinance,  or  appoint  it  as  a ceremo- 
ny! 

Of  the  latter,  where  is  the  proof?  Our 
Lord  had  not  washed  their  feet  as  n mere 
ceremony;  it  was  sn  actual  service,  promot- 
ing their  comfort  and  appropriate  to  tne  or 
easion.  and  it  was  a proof  that  lie  loved 
them  to  the  end,  at  the  same  time  that  it 
had.  as  performed  hy  Him.  s symliolical 
meaning.  When -He  tells  them  not  to  shrink 
from  doing  the  same  'service  that  lie  had 
done,  the  presumption  would  certainly  not 
he  that  they  were  to  make  a ceremony  of 
it.  Yet,  this  presumption  is  absolutely  all 
the  authority  that  can  he  found  for  feet- 
w ashing  as  an  ordinance,  or  ceremony.  There 
is  no  allusion  to  such  n ceremony  in  the 
Acts  or  Epistles,  none  whatever;  ami  it  is 
several  centuries  before  such  a ceremony  is 
at  all  heard  of  in  the  history  of  Christian- 
ity  Nay,  it  happens  that  we  have  sn  Apos- 
tolic allusion  to  feet  washing  as  an  actual 
service  which  effectually  disprove*  (though 
one  is  under  no  obligation  to  prove  a riega 
tive)  the  idea  that  it  waa  (tract  iced  in  the 
Apostolic  churches  ns  Bn  ordinance  or  cer- 
emony. 

When  Paul  wrote  his  first  epistle  to  Tim 
othv.  the  latter  was  laboring  at  Ephesus: 
snd  there  seems  to  have  been  a peculiar  sr 
rangement  there  by  which  certain  widows 
were  supported  hy  the  church  and  expected 
to  work  among  the  female  members  (when 
it  was  contrary  to  oriental  manners  for  min- 
isters to  visit  families)  and  especially,  of 
courwe.  among  the  poor  and  sick.  The 
Apostle  gives  some  directions  (1  Tiin.  5:1-

r*  *th'  rs  itfjp  children,  so  as  to  make  it  nat- 
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oral  for  them  to  exercise  this  grace.  Men 
who  would  be  leaders  among  men  must  cul- 
tivate the  sense  of  discrimination,  learning 
whom  to  lean  upon  for  counsel  and  help,  at 
the  same  time  learning  how  to  alienate  the 
fewest  number  possible  of  those  who  can  he 
of  no  real  assistance.  It  often  hap|>cns  that 
those  who  can  render  no  appreciable  help 
are  capable  of  very  obstinate  hindrance. 

Brethren  who  are  situated  where  they  are 
largely  dependent  on  others  for  success  must 
learn  how  to  give  as  well  as  receive.  An 
influential  gentleman  was  once  asked  to  ren- 
ler  some  material  assistance  to  a certain  in- 
stitution. He  responded  promptly  and  en- 
thusiastically to  every  call,  until  a repre- 
sentative asked  him  for  money  and  still 
more  service.  He  wondered  if  he  really  was 
appreciated  or  was  simply  being  used.  In 
order  to  learn  before  resjmnding  to  the  new 
call  he  determined  to  make  a test.  He  made 
up  his  mind  to  contribute  his  money,  time 
and  influence  liberally,  if  he  was  really  es- 
teemed but  to  leave  the  work  alone  if  he 
was  merely  being  nsed.  He  asked  a favor 
that  he  regarded  as  very  slight  and  in  e»ery 
way  to  the  interest  of  the  institution  to 
grant.  Ilis  request  was  treated  with  indif- 
ference and  his  presence  ignored  by  the  gov- 
erning body  of  that  institution.  He  came 
away  from  tne  meeting  rejoicing  that  he 
was  wise  enough  to  make  the  test.  He  said 
on  leaving,  “All  I want  for  my  service  and 
money  is  appreciation;  this  institution  will 
not  give  it,  hut  there  arc  those  who  will.  I 
will  give  them  my  services  and  my  money.” 
In  this  case  one  who  would  have  been  a 
good  friend  was  lost  hut  he  did.  not  become 
an  enemy— he  simply  said  nothing  and  work- 
ed where  he  was  appreciated. 

When  we  lose  faith  in  men  we  are  se- 
riously crippled  in  business  an  1 society  loses 
its  charm  and  sweet  fellowship.  But  faith 
in  men  has  limitations.  No  man  has  a right 
to  ask  you  to  trust  him  beyond  the  hounds 
of  reason. 

The  cashier  of  a hank  was  recently  com- 
pelled to  surrender  his  bank  and  all  his 
property  to  the  hank  eommisaioner.  I’pon 
investigation  it  was  found  that  he  had  been 
absolutely  honest  in  his  dealings,  hut  that 
he  had  been  grossly  imposed  upon  by  those 
in  whom  he  believed  and  had  risked  and 
lost  all  in  an  attempt  to  help  them.  His 
condition  was  pitiable.  Advanced  in  years, 
almost  crazed  by  his  humiliation,  his  wifi- 
broken  hearted,  and  turned  out  of  office 
penniless,  all  because  he  had  misplaced  his 
confidence.  He  was  treated  worse  than  if 
he  had  been  robbed — -he  was  robbed  and  that 
hy  those  who  posed  as  friends  and  could  do 
more  than  take  his  money— they  pitched  his 
good  name. 

While  trying  to  help  others,  and  to  help 
is  our  highest  duty,  we  must  guard  carefully 
our  resources  of  helpfulness.  Philan- 
thropy is  a lutv.  hut  better  still  a privilege 
It  is  neither  to  be  misplaced  nor  abused,  and 
should  be  guarded  sedulously  against  im- 
position The  opportunities  to  render  as 
high  order  of  service  as  that  of  the  Good  Sa- 
maritan are  too  plentiful  to  knowingly  take 
chances  of  being  imposed  upon.

A frog  is  placed  in  a basin  of 
water  and  a small  stepladner  al 
so  stands  in  the  basin  The  frog 
is  sai  1 to  hop  upon  the  ladder  and 
leave  the  water  when  a rain  is 
coming.  The  heavier  the  rain,  the 
higher  up  the  ladder  the  frog  will 
go.  Citizens  of  these  countries 
rely  on  this  as  the  moat  accurate 
forecast  of  the  weather.  The 
frog  is  supposed  to  know  hv  in- 
stinct what  is  coming,  and  man 
who  ia  supposed  to  he  more  intel- 
ligent than  other  creature*,  profit* 
by  the  wisdom  of  the  frog — Ex- 
change.
